The new figure was disclosed when

Fletcher Pope Jr., a specialist on 
Soviet crops in tin- Economic Research 
Service, told a reporter the brighter 
outlook for Soviet grain resulted in 
part from generally favorable fall 
harvest conditions. 
Pope said it was “certainly iii tile 
realm of possibility” the Soviet grain 
crop could exceed the 2(X) million tons 
now expected by U.S. analysts. Soviet 
Communist party leader I>eonid I. 
Brezhnev said Friday the harvest will 
produce 215 million tons of grain, in­ 
cluding wheat, rye and other com­ 
modities. 
I.ast year a scant harvest of 168 
million tons prompted Russia to Inn 
huge quantities of wheat and other 
gram from the United States. 
Tile previous record Soviet crop was 
188.8 million tons harvested in 1970. 
Moscow had set a production goal this 
year of 197.4 million tons.

Good Farm Land Falling 
To Urban Expansion

A lot of cities and towns are like the 
man who said, "I only want the land 
that joins mine.” 


In general, Ohioans and other 
Americans depend on the market 
system to allocate land to different 
uses, as well as to different users in the 
economy. Over the years, non­ 
agricultural tor generally urban) uses 
have been able to out bid potential 
farm users for land, according to 
W illiam 
A. 
W ayt, 
professor in 
Agricultural Economics and Rural 
Sociology at The Ohio State Univer­ 
sity. 


The agricultural census between 
1960 and 1970 shows land in farms in 
Ohio declined by almost one and a half 
million acres, or some 140,000 acres 
per year. At the same time, price of 
farm land increased, on the average, 
from $250 to almost $400 per acre and 
since has gone up another 25 percent to 
over $500 per acre. Wayt explains. 
Although only a small percentage of 
the total agricultural land base in 
Ohio 
about 17 m illion acres is 
fM*rmanently removed each year, the 


impact of 
its removal is out of 
proportion to the quantity taken. 'Hie 
purchase of land for non-farm uses 
such as housing, highways, reservoirs, 
airports, and various other non-farrn 
uses leads to the expectation, and 
property so, of future sales for such 
uses in the area. So, the impact on 
farm land prices is probably much 
greater than the acreage removed 
indicates. For example, in 1970 when 
the average value of farm real estate 
rn Ohio was estimated at $400 per acre, 
the values were much higher in the 
more urbanised counties. 
With the development of limited 
access highways and concentration of 
non-farm land uses around access 
points, the urban influence on farm 
land values is projected far into the 
countryside. This alw) contributes to 
sprawling urban developments, costly 
public services, and more land taken 
from agriculture than is really needed 
or used, Wayt says. And, because our 
good agricultural lands are fairly 
level, well-drained, and not ten* subject 
lo erosion, they are desirable for 
housing subdivisions, shopping cen­ 
ters, and other non-farm uses. Since 
the non-farm users normally can pay a 
higher price and higher taxes, the 
And So It Grows

Time to gather those black walnuts. 
Hull softness is a test of ripeness. A 
hard shell means an unripe nut. 


Gather right after the nuts have 
become ripe enough to drop front trees 
without assistance, or when they can 
lie shaken down easily, First, gather 
nuts that fell prematurely. Don't mix 
these with the good nuts. To ensure 
bright colored kernels, remove hulls 
immediately. Hulls that are left on w ill 
turn black and mushy. Then the juice 
penetrates the shells and discolors the 
kernels. 


Use corn shellers, or any other 
process that combines flower and 
abrasive force, to remove the hulls. 
Then clean the nuts to remove surface 
juices and hull particles. These will 
cause black specks to develop on 
kernels, if they are left on. 


One way to wash hulled nuts is the 
use of water pressure. Another is 
scrubbing the .surfaces of nuts while 
they are in a tub of water. After 
washing, dry the nuts so the kernels 
will have a low moisture content. To 
test for moisture, crack a few, and it 
the kernels break with a snap when 
bitten or pressured with the fingers, 
they're dry enough to store. 


Nuts dry easily when placed no more 
than a couple of inches deep in a 
building witii good air circulation. Or 
you can sun dry them. Artificial heat 
will do a good job, but keep the tem*

perature under HO degrees to avoid 
discoloration and bad taste. 


Dig bulbs and tubers such as non­ 
hardy gladiolus, cannas, lilies, and 
tuberous begonias right after the first 
sharp frost. Allow bulbs and tubers to 
dry to a [joint where soil will shake off, 
then treat with an insecticide and a 
fungicide to protect against storage rot 
and thrips. 


Winter injury to roses conies from 
alternate freezing and thawing of the 
soil during warm spells in med-winter. 
This problem can be minimized by 
proper application of good winter 
mulch around the plants. 


Don’t put the mulch on until the right 
time. Applying it too early may result 
iii as much damage to plants as no 
mulch at all. A heavy mulch applied 
tx'fore tile ground freezes can prevent 
soil 
freeze. 
This encourages new 
growth too early in the spring before 
danger of killing frosts has passed. So 
wait until the soil has partially frozen 
before applying the mulch. Use 
materials that do not pack down 
tightly such as coarsely ground corn­ 
cobs, clean straw, wood chips, or bark. 


Fall planted chrysanthemums must 
have special care against winter kill, 
since they have not had a chance to 
become established in the soil before 
winter freezes. 
After plants have 
flowered, cut stems off close to the 
ground and destroy all steins, flowers 
and leaves to prevent over-wintering 
of diseases. To protect against heaving 
due to alternate freezing and thawing, 
mulch Hie plants with evergreen 
branches, coarse, coarse hay or 
similar material. Aviod using such 
material as peat moss, leaf mold, 
.sawdust and leaves, since these will 
become compacted around the base of 
the plant.

Presently, farm land in Ohio is taxed 
according to its probable or potential 
use rather than its agricultural use.

Corn Prices 
Expected To 
Be Higher

Agriculture 
C orn acreage and prices are up from 
last year, with yields slightly lower. 
The 1973 com crop was estimated on 
October to be four per cent higher than 
last year, according to Wallace Barr, 
Extension economist at 'Hie Ohio State 
University. 
Prices, without export controls, will 
run higher than the average price 
received by farmers of $1.50 to $1.60 
per bushel of last year. The 93.7 bushel 
estimated yield is slightly below the 
trend of 94 bushels and last year’s big 
96.9 bushel average. 
Farmers responded to record prices 
and removal of feed grain set aside 
requirements by planting seven per 
cent more acres. Total supply, 
however, is down to 6.5 billion bushels 
or alx>ut 130 million bushels below a 
year ago. 
With devaluation reducing costs to 
foreign buyers, and strong domestic 
demand for feeds, 1973-74 corn prices 
may average as much as 30 to 60 cents 
per bushel above the 1972-73 average. 
Any wide price fluctuations from 
month to month will 
reflect the 
( hanging world feed supply-demand 
situation. 
All set aside and base acreage 
requirements have been canceled for 
1974. Producers may voluntarily 
cancel long-term land retirement 
agreements. This has the potential of 
increasing acreage for all crops in 1974 
by another 20 million acres, according 
to Barr. 
Assessment of the U.S. and world 
feed grain situation indicates there is 
little danger of overdoing feed grain 
production until 1975 or 1976.

Controls 
A re Lifted 
WASHINGTON (A P) - In a move 
aimed at increasing food production 
the government Thursday lifted price 
controls from the fertilizer industry.

Despite tin* action freeing fertilizer 
prices, however, John T. Dunlop, 
director of the Cost of living Council, 
said he opposes lifting controls from 
all industries because consumers need 
the protection. 
If controls were lifted this year, as 
big labor and big business have 
demanded in recent weeks, Dunlop 
said there would be a “ magnitude of 
price increases that would be unsatis­ 
factory.”

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Farmers Reminded Of Benefits 
Of ASCS Commodity Loans 


As area farmers complete harvest 
operations this fall and finalize sales 
plans for the unmarked portion of their 
crops that they should not overlook the 
availability of commodity loans of­ 
fered by the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service i ASCS) as a 
possible part of their marketing 
planning. 
Ttiis reminder comes from Walton 
W. Spangler, executive director of the 
Pickaway 
County 
ASCS 
office. 
Spangler explains that while current 
market prices are above the 1973 loan 
rates for the commodities under the 
loan program, producers may find 
advantages in the loan program for 
interim crop income if they plan to sell 
at a later date, thus providing them­ 
selves with greater independence in 
their crop marketing. 
Ixians are 
available on several crops grown in 
Pickaway County, including wheat, 
corn and soybeans. 
Spangler emphasized that ASCS is 
not in a position to tell farmers when or 
how to market, but that he does feel an 
obligation to remind producers that 
the loan program is available for those 
who want to utilize it as a marketing 
tool in obtaining rnaxium crop income. 
Even though market prices are above 
loan, ifs good business for producers 
to be aware of the marketing options 
available to them, Spangler said. 
Government loans are one of several 
techniques. Other options include

LONDON (AP) 
If all Britain’s 12 
million cars stopped dead for a year, 
the oil saved would make little dif­ 
ference in the face of a sustained Arab 
cutback of fuel supplies. 
Eventually, experts concede, much 
of British industry might have to shut 
down. Homes, schools and offices 
would go largely without heat. Air 
transport, shipping and most of the 
nation’s trains could come to a halt. 
Such is the potential stranglehold 
Arab oil holds over the nations of 
Western Europe. Together they rely on 
the Middle East and North Africa for 
some 80 per cent of their oil supplies. 
Tile United States, which gets only 6 
per cent of its oil from the Middle East, 
has worried about possible shortages 
of heating fuels or perhaps gasoline 
rationing. This would be only the 
beginning in Western Europe. 
In Britain, for example, coupons to 
ration gasoline are printed and ready 
for distribution. If the crunch comes 
they would be little help. All the cars in 
Britain use only 13 million tons of oil a 
year and the country now imports an­ 
nually some 70 million tons of oil from 
the Middle East.

Impeachment Pschology 


Impeachment now appears to be the 
only desirable course, not only from 
the standpoint of the President’s op­ 
ponents but also from the perspective 
of the White House itself. 
By firing special prosecutor Cox, 
Richard Nixon has in a sense forced 
his opponents in Congress and in the 
press to come clean. 
For months and months we have 
been listening to denunciations of the 
President over the Watergate affair. 
The Ervin committee has held its 
diurnal hearings. Sen I »well Weieker 
and countless others have moralized 
and moralized. Hut the public soon 
began to sense something hollow about 
the whole affair, because nothing was 
actually going to happen. 
If all the President’s critics were to 
be taken at face value, Nixon should 
have been removed from office. Yet 
none, even those comparing him with 
Adolf Hitler, was saying quite that. 
Therefore, everyone sensed, it was 
something of a charade. 
The question of whether a head of 
state is legitimate is of course a 
political rather than a legal question. 
Many a ruler has committed indictable 
crimes, and history is full of kings who 
came to power over the bodies of 
cousins or 
rivals, but then, 
by 
whatever legitimizing process they 
obtained, succeeded to full legitimacy. 
England might in fact want or need a 
Henry III, Florence a Borgia. 
To say all this is not to concede that 
President Nixon has committed a 
single crime. It is to say, however, that 
his legitimacy is and always has been 
a political question. 
Since the framers of the Constitution 
knew this too, they provided a political 
mechanism for affirming or denying 
such legitimacy: impeachment. 
Now it will be noticed that im­ 
peachment is a two-edged weapon. 
Say, for example, that a motion to 
impeach is introduced in the House. If 
it then dies in committee, the public 
has a right to say: “ The Watergate 
issue is dead." Not having put up, 
Nixon’s opponents would have to shut 
up. The root question, of whether he 
could continue as President, would 
have been answered. 
Or contemplate an even worse 
outcome from the standpoint of 
Nixon’s enemies. 
The bill to impeach actually comes 
to the floor of the House for a vote. 
Numerous speeches are made. The 
vote comes and 50 Congressmen vote 
to impeach. The move thus loses in a 
landslide. (And this, by the way, would 
be a vote on which abstention would be 
an intellectual impossibility.) Nixon’s 
legitimacy would be dramatically 
reaffirmed. Again, having failed to put 
up, the critics would have to shut up. 
Like any drama, the Watergate 
affair must have an ending, one way or 
another. Otherwise, it is unserious,

nothing and going nowhere, Hamlet 
without the Fifth Act. 
We now therefore are moving 
toward the final act of Watergate. The 
critics of the Administration have at 
last been forced to become serious. 


They could force Nixon from office; 
Congress could fail to vote or vote 
against impeachment, thus confirming 
Nixon. My own guess is that Nixon’s 
latest series of moves will in the 
crunch show up the weakness of his 
opponents.

Speaking Of Your Health

Urinary infections are often difficult 
to track down. Infections in the kidney, 
the ureter, and the bladder are now- 
more readily pinpointed because of a 
new enzyme that can be detected in the 
urine. 
Dr. I^arry H. Bernstein and his co­ 
workers 
at 
the 
University 
of 
California, San Diego, School of 
Medicine, have been studying the 
enzyme, adenylate kinase. This en­ 
zyme is not present in the urine of 
healthy people. 
Using this enzyme, these doctors 
believe it is possible to establish the 
exact part of the urinary tract affected 
by disease. 
Another important by-product is that 
the presence of the enzyme may show- 
early evidences of rejection when a 
kidney transplantation is performed. 
The test, done in only a few minutes, 
may be a valuable asset to the tests 
now available. 
The “ Pap” test is acknowledged to 
be one of the most remarkable con­ 
tributions of modem medicine. 
Thousands of women with cancer of 
the cervix of the uterus are alive and 
are 
a 
testimonial 
to 
Doctor 
Papanicolaou, who first devised the 
“ smear test” for early cancer of the 
cervix. 
A new test for cancer of the cervix 
has recently been reported and 
developed by Dr. I^ure Aurelian at the 
Johns Hopkins Medical School in 
Baltimore. 
Dr. Aurelian and her colleagues 
believe thev have identified a special 


antibody that exists only in the blood of 
women with cancer of the cervix. 
The work is proceeding actively, 
both in experimental animals and in 
humans. If proved successful, this 
may yet become a more rapid and 
definitive test for the earliest possible 
detection of cervical cancer. 
Another significant phase of this 
work is that the antibody disappears 
when successful treatment of such 
cancers has been attained. 


The test, therefore, would be vitally 
important in following the progress of 
the treatment of cancers of the cervix. 
The detection of heroin users 
sometimes defies the efforts of those 
who try to uncover addiction. 
It is well known that heroin addicts 
are remarkable ingenious in covering 
the tell-tale evidences of addiction. 
Neddie puncture wounds and track 
marks are cleverly covered with 
masking pastes and cosmetics. 
A new test has been devised by Dr. 
David Sohn of the New York Medical 
College. The test is based on the fact 
that addicts who sniff heroin into the 
nose show evidence of the quinine 
normally used to dilute heroin. 


A simple swab of the nose may 
reveal the presence of quinine. Quinine 
can also be detected in the urine of 
those who are suspected of being 
heroin users. 
This test may be a valuable adjunct 
in recognizing heroin addiction in 
order to institute earlier and more 
effective treatment.

Impeachment Pschology 


Impeachment now appears to tx; the 
only desirable course, not only from 
the standpoint of the President’s op­ 
ponents but also from the perspective 
of the White House itself. 
By firing special prosecutor Cox, 
Richard Nixon has in a sense forced 
his opponents in Congress and in the 
press to come clean. 
For months and months we have 
been listening to denunciations of the 
President over the Watergate affair. 
The Ervin committee has held its 
diurnal hearings. Sen I/iweU Weicker 
and countless others have moralized 
and moralized. But the public soon 
began to sense something hollow about 
the whole affair, because nothing was 
actually going to happen. 
If all the President’s critics were to 
be taken at face value, Nixon should 
have been removed from office. Yet 
none, even those comparing him with 
Adolf Hitler, was saying quite that. 
Therefore, everyone sensed, it was 
something of a charade. 
Tile question of whether a head of 
state is legitimate is of course a 
|M>litical rather than a legal question. 
Many a ruler has committed indictable 
crimes, and history is full of kings who 
came to power over the bodies of 
cousins or 
rivals, but 
then, 
by 
whatever legitimizing process they 
obtained, succeeded to full legitimacy. 
England might in fact want or need a 
Henry III, Florence a Borgia. 
To say all this is not to concede that 
lYesident Nixon has committed a 
single crime. It is to say, however, that 
his legitimacy is and always has been 
a political question. 
Since the framers of the Constitution 
knew this too, they provided a political 
mechanism for affirming or denying 
such legitimacy: impeachment. 
Now it will be noticed that im­ 
peachment is a two-edged weapon. 
Say, for example, that a motion to 
impeach is introduced iii the House. If 
it then dies in committee, the public 
has a right to say: “ The Watergate 
issue is dead.” Not having put up, 
Nixon’s opponents would have to shut 
up. Tile root question, of whether he 
could continue as President, would 
have been answered. 
Or contemplate an even worse 
outcome from the standpoint of 
Nixon’s enemies. 
'Hie bill to impeach actually comes 
to the floor of the House for a vote. 
Numerous speeches are made. Hie 
vote comes and 50 Congressmen vote 
to impeach. The move thus loses in a 
landslide. < And this, by the way, would 
Im* a vote on which abstention would be 
an intellectual impossibility.) Nixon's 
legitimacy would bo dramatically 
reaffirmed. Again, having failed to put 
up, the critics would have to shut up. 
like any drama, the Watergate 
affair must have an ending, one way or 
another. Otherwise, it is unserious,

mere sound and fury signifying 
nothing and going nowhere, Hamlet 
without the Fifth Act.

Urinary infections are often difficult 
to track down. Infections in the kidney, 
the ureter, and the bladder are now 
more readily pinpointed because of a 
new enzyme that can be detected in the 
urine. 
Dr. I.arry H. Bernstein and his co­ 
workers 
at 
the 
University 
of 
California, San Diego, School of 
Medicine, have been studying the 
enzyme, adenylate kinase. This en­ 
zyme is not present in the urine of 
healthy people. 
Using this enzyme, these doctors 
believe it is possible to establish the 
exact part of the urinary tract affected 
by disease. 
Another important by-product is that 
the presence of the enzyme may show- 
early evidences of rejection when a 
kidney transplantation is performed. 
The test, done in only a few minutes, 
may be a valuable asset to the tests 
now available. 
The “ Pap” test is acknowledged to 
be one of the most remarkable con­ 
tributions of modem medicine. 
Thousands of women with cancer of 
the cervix of the uterus are alive and 
are 
a 
testimonial 
to 
Doctor 
Papanicolaou, who first devised the 
“ smear test’’ for early cancer of the 
cervix. 
A new test for cancer of the cervix 
has recently been reported and 
developed by Dr. I^iure Aurelian at the 
Johns Hopkins Medical School in 
Baltimore. 
Dr. Aurelian and her colleagues 
believe thev have identified a special 


antibody that exists only in the blood of 
women with cancer of the cervix. 
The work is proceeding actively, 
both in experimental animals and in 
humans. If proved successful, this 
may yet become a more rapid and 
definitive test for the earliest possible 
detection of cervical cancer. 
Another significant phase of this 
work is that the antibody disappears 
when successful treatment of such 
cancers has been attained. 


The test, therefore, would be vitally 
important in following the progress of 
the treatment of cancers of the cervix. 
The detection of heroin users 
sometimes defies the efforts of those 
who try to uncover addiction. 
It is well known that heroin addicts 
are remarkable ingenious in covering 
the tell-tale evidences of addiction. 
Neddie puncture wounds and track 
marks are cleverly covered with 
masking pastes and cosmetics. 
A new test has been devised by Dr. 
David Sohn of the New York Medical 
College. The test is based on the fact 
that addicts who sniff heroin into the 
nose show evidence of the quinine 
normally used to dilute heroin. 


A simple swab of the nose may 
reveal the presence of quinine. Quinine 
can also be detected in the urine of 
those who are suspected of being 
heroin users. 
This test may be a valuable adjunct 
in recognizing heroin addiction in 
order to institute earlier and more 
effective treatment.

Lack O f 
Decency 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (AP) - 
Republican 
National 
Chairman 
(teorge Bush says the nation is losing 
its sense of decency in overreacting to 
the turmoil surrounding the White 
House. 
In a speech to Indiana Republicans 
at a $100-a-couple fund-raising dinner 
here Thursday night, Bush said 
publicly voiced questions by AKI/-CIO 
president George Meany and others 
about President Nixon’s emotional 
stability are “ irresponsibility at its 
worst.” 
Bush said irresponsibility was 
‘trumped” Thursday when Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger was asked 
at a news conference if the worldwide 
alert of U.S. forces in the Mid ile East 
crisis might have been ordered to 
divert attention from Watergate. 
Such a suggestion “ demeans the 
presidency,” Bush said. “ Where are 
the 
fundamental 
standards 
of 
decency?” 
He said the question reflected a lack 
of perspective about Watergate 
problems besetting the Nixon ad­ 
ministration. 
“ There is an emotion in this country 
that needs to be calmed down, needs a 
little more maturity,” the former U.S. 
ambassador to the United Nations 
said. “ This isn’t a time for irrational 
shouting ... 'This isn’t a time for piling 
on.” 
Bush called Meany a “ cranky, aged 
... long-time Nixon baiter" and added, 
“ It’s irrational to suggest that there’s 
something wrong with the stability of 
the President.” 
He said Nixon 
is 
“ stable and 
strong.” 
“ I admit things have gone wrong,” 
he added, “ but to carry it to that ex­ 
treme, it just seems to me we must 
stand up and speak out against that 
kind of thing.”

The newspaper said it understood 
Kirkpatrick was furious at the 
suggestion.

Kirkpatrick could not be reached for 
comment, but the Star-News quoted 
him as saying “ there was nothing 
improper at all about the meeting as 
such.” Beyond that, the newspaper 
said, Kirkpatrick refused to discuss 
details of the matter or characterize 
Butz’s proposal in any way. 
Federal law makes it a crime to 
attempt, for improper reasons, to 
“ influence, obstruct or impede” a 
lawful investigation by a federal 
department or agency. 
The Star-News said the matter was 
referred to the office of then special 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox 
and the investigation is continuing 
despite Cox’s firing last week.

The Ix)gan Elm Board of Education 
held the third of a series of discussion 
m eetings at Saltcreek Township 
School, Thursday evening. The pur­ 
pose of the meeting was to promote 
successful 
passage of the school 
operating levy. 
The most commonly asked questions 
about the school operating levy are: 
Q—If the levy passes can we expect 
additional teachers to be hired after 
the first of the year, thus eliminating 
split classes, the lack of music and art 
instructors, etc? 
A—The Board of Education, while 
always conscious of savings where 
ever they can be made, was most 
reluctant to eliminate, postpone or 
make any curtailments in the school 
program which strongly affected the 
quality of the education being provided 
the children of our district. 


If the levy passes the present board 
plans to re-employ teachers, thus 
eliminating the split classes as soon as 
possible. Art, music and additional 
teachers will be re-employed no later 
than the school year beginning Sep­ 
tember, 1974. 


Q—What does it cost to bus each 
student to school? 
A—The average cost of tra n ­ 
sportation in the 1972-73 year was 
$59.13 per student. 


Q—How many school buses does our 
district own and what does it cost per 
year to run them? 
A—Our district owns 29 buses. The 
total cost for pupil transportation in 
the IiOgan Elm School District for the 
1972-73 fiscal year was $126,008.19. In

Emergency 
M edical Bill 
N e a rly Ready 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress is 
close to finishing work on a $185- 
million emergency medical care bill 
stripped of a hospital-saving section 
that helped prompt President Nixon to 
veto an earlier version. 
The 364-18 vote by which the House 
passed the new measure Thursday 
“indicates that it has 
bipartisan 
support and that we’ll have no problem 
at the White House,” said Rep. Paul G. 
Rogers, D-Fla., chairman of the House 
public health subcommittee and chief 
author of the bill. 
Tile Senate has passed a similar 
m easure. Although the House made 
some minor amendments dealing with 
rural programs, Rep. Harley O. Stag­ 
gers, D-W. Va., chairman of the House 
Commerce Committee, said he looks 
for the Senate to accept the bill as 
passed by the House. 
This would avoid the need for for­ 
m ing a Senate-House conference 
committee, and would speed the bill on 
its way to Nixon. 
The legislation authorizes a three- 
year funding for a new program 
designed to help communities set up 
com prehensive 
and 
improved 
emergency medical care, such as a 
system of ambulances, emergency 
rooms and properly trained people. 
The aim is to prevent needless deaths 
of heart attack and accident victims.

The suit is m ad e of an aluminized 
outer surface and includes a hip length 
coat, b ib trousers, separate hood, 18 
inch gauntlet sty le mitts and knee 
b oots. 
Housing 
for

a p­ 
paratus is b uilt into the suit. A air pack 
w hich a c c om pa n ie s the c om ple te 
uniform would provide air for up to 30 
m inutes depending on the activity .

Wolfe, stated the suit would b e suitab le 
for entering flam es to turn off a gas 
source or to rescue fire victims.

Fire

firemen to enter flames 
reaching temperatures over 
15(H) degrees. This type of 
modern equipment may save 
lives and property in the 
future. 


Among the modern equipment now 
at the disposal of the Circleville Fire 
Department is an entry suit which will 
permit entry into direct flames of 
ambient temperatures of over 1500 
degrees. The suite purchased at the 
(resistance of former mayor Richard L. 
Gerhardt, was bought Nov. 25,1968 — 
at a cost of $447. 
The suit is made of an aluminized 
outer surface and includes a hip length 
coat, bib trousers, separate hood, 18 
inch gauntlet style mitts and knee 
boots. 
Housing for 
breathing ap­ 
paratus is built into the suit. A air pack 
which accompanies the complete 
uniform would provide air for up to 30 
minutes depending on the activity. 
More strenuous fire-fighting would 
lessen that figure. 
t ircleville hire Chief, Bernard 
Wolfe, stated the suit would be suitable 
for entering flames to turn off a gas 
source or to rescue fire victims. The 
department has been fortunate to 
never liave had a use for the equip­ 
ment since its purchase. 
The single incident which probably 
brought about the purchase was the 
Bingman fire. The chief did state that 
the suit would have been of benefit 
during the fires at Circleville Oil and 
the old Bible College site. 
Firemen could have entered the 
Circleville Oil fire to shut off the tank 
of gas. The Bible College fire was a 
result of an automobile striking the 
regulator control station and breaking 
it off. The suit could have been used 
then to enter the flames and shut off 
the regulator value. 
One drawback to the outfit is its 
inconvenience. A man could die of lack 
of air it there was no one else around to 
assist him in getting out of the 
headgear. The firemen report they 
have gotten the time down to two 
minutes to get in anti out of the unit. 
This is the same type of equipment 
used at Cape Kennedy and is very 
similar to suits worn by astronauts.
